Wily Sardinian bandit, centenarian Ziu Sini 

Aged Robin Hood 
Outlasts Lawman 


ORGObOLO, Sardinia l API — Tut 
dean of Sardinian bandits, now about to 
turn 104, says his longtime nemtsis, the 
island's oldest policeman, would still be 
alive today "except lor hi* vices.” 

"Sgt. Michele didn't smoke and 
wouldn't drink and chone to follow die 
law,” said Peetro Sint. "Otherwise I 
reckon he’d be alive today, just like me.” 

The veteran carabiniere, Sgt. Michele 
OM, died reoently at the age of US. 

A sturdy old man with gnarled hands, 
a grtyrgrbrsled chih, a crook-necked 
shepherd** staff and black sheepskin 
coat, Ziu Sini Unde Sini - admits he 
hasn’t done any banditing for more than 
70 years. But he was a terror in the 
1890s, until cattle rustling got him a Lb- 
year jail term. 

Now lie leads a quiet lire, spiced by 
occasional interviewing reporters and « 
recent spread in die magazine 
L’Europeo. 

When Sini got out of jail. Die people 


of Orgosoto helped tom according to the 
local custom end launched him in the 
cattle business with a team of oxen. He 
stayed wWiin the law and renewed his 
boyhood friendsipp with Chessa, who had 
stalked him for years. 

Sini spent his outlaw year* singling 
cattle "from the rich to feed the poor” 
end hiding in mountain caves. 

"$ was a bandit, not a delinquent, 
he says. "People liked us and protected 
us. Nowadays they only think of money 
and do a lot of dirty tilings like 
kidnapping women. You should never 
touch e woman.” 

Sini didn't marry until he was nearly 
60. "A real outlaw must have nothing to 
do with women or else they’ll lie the end 
of him,” he said. 

His wife, Carolina Rosa Vedele, now 
is 88. They iiave had one son and five 
daughters, three of whom married into 
families famous for invoivamenl in 
bloody vendettas

OTTAWA (CPI — A pipe¬ 
line will be built along the 
Mdckenxie Valley and the 
only question is when. North- 
e r n Development Minister 
Jean Chretien told the Com¬ 
mons Friday. 

On the basis of past re¬ 
search it will be possible to 
build an oil pipeline from the 
North "with minimum dam¬ 
age.” 

"Of course there are prob¬ 


lems. But modern technology 
should ue able to solve them " 

If U.S. firms do not choose 
the route, Canadians would 
develop it a few years later. 

He said that development 
would be pursued in the 
North, but not with the 
environmental damage that 
had been inflicted on southern 
Canada. 

"We need pipelines but 
not at any price ” 


Chretien also said be will 
meet with presidents of the 
seven companies developing 
oil reserves on Alaska's North 
Slope to discuss a possible 
Mackenzie Valley pipeline 
March 22. 

The consortium of seven 
firms has been developing oil 
finds at Prudhoe Bay.

ANKARA (AP) — The Turkish aimed forces 
overthrew the nation’s civilian government Friday, 
but made no immediate move to take over actual 
rule as they did 11 years ago. 

Premier Suleyman Demirel resigned under an 
ultimatum from the military to quit or face a mili¬ 
tary takeover in what amounted to a coup d’etat by 
communique. 

The armed forces demanded a government 
strong enough to halt “anarchy." The move followed 
months of unroot and violence which came to a head

Jail and Job May Mix 
In Code Amendment 


OTTAWA iCP) — Radical new sentencing 
provisions may soon lie written into ttie 
Criminal Code to allow persons convicted uf 
minor offences to hold their jobs while 
serving time. 

Justice Minister John Turner, while not 
disclosing details, has indicated that a 
package bill of Criminal Code amendemnu 
may give judges the power to impose 
sentences that would be served on weekends 
Similar sentencing flexibility might be 
applied to cases in which an offender depend* 
on driving for hia livelihood. 


A truck driver convicted of criminal 
negligence might, for instance, be banned 
from driving in his leisure time but allowed 
to drive when working 

Mandatory licence suspension tor driving 
otfences is opposed by Turner because be 
regards ft as an unequal application of the 
law uttere jt affects die livelihood of an 
offender. * 

Flexible ssntencing was recommended last 
year in the report of a special committee on 
corrections undo Mr Justice Roger Oh met 
of Montreal.

Volunteer workers were 
bringing dozens of electric 
blankets and itoaters to the 
a t r i Ice-bound Sandringham 
private hospital Friday night 
after the hospital's faulty oil 
furnace had to be shut down. 

Mi». Margaret Reynolds, 
the hospital administrator, 
said she had found a non¬ 
union company which would 
ask its employees to cross the 
24-hour picket lines at Sand¬ 
ringham to repair the fur¬ 


nace, but siw (fed not. know 
when the work would be don#. 

Tlie furnace breakdown was 
the second setback in two 
days for administrators of tlie 
hospital who have kept the 
hospital running for the 54k 
months of Hie strike. The first 
occurred Thursday when the 
company supplying fuel oil to 
Hie hospital had stopped 
delivery after* picket lines 
surrounded tlie building at 
1650 Fort tor 24 hours a day,. 

But Mrs. Reynolds sa)d 
Friday night she was not 
worrying about Uia fuel Situa¬ 


tion because she had many 
volunteers offering to bring it 
in buckets and five-gallon 
cans if these was no other 
way of getting it in. 

"We hav# a lot of good 
spirit,” she said, citing the 
example of the many volun¬ 
teers bringing in electric 
heaters for the night. "Big 
ones, small ones I’ve 

never seen so many kinds of 
heaters.” she said. 

The volunteers, she said, 
were met with abuse from Hie 
picketer* while entering the 


hospital and again when the* 
left. 

Tlie picketers, she said, liad 
"detained” several persons 
■ wlio wished to cross the lines 
to fix tiw furnace. 

Victoria Fire CJiief Eric 
Simmons said he had given 
Mrs. Reynolds a fire mar¬ 
shal’s order that the furnace 
must not be used again until 
it iiad bean retired by a 
qualified mechanic and 
i becked by the fire marshal’s 
office. He issued the order, he 
said, aftei- inspecting toe 
furnace and finding it unsafe 


to o|>erate because of the 
defect. 

Mrs. Reynolds said she was 
sure Hie hospital would be 
able to keep its 90 elderly 
patients warm for one night, 
adding she was liopeful the 
furnace would be repaired by 
sometime today 

Larry Ryan, secratary of 
the Victoria Labor Council, 
who visited the hospital Fri¬ 
day, said the pickets were not 
detaining anyone but both 
union and non-union personnel 
were responding" to the 


picket lines and retusuig to 
cross them. 

It was "quite ridiculous top 
Mix. Reynolds to lie trying to 
maintain a hospital under 
Uiese conditions,” Ryan said, 
adding he felt the only quick 
way for Mrs. Reynolds to fix 
tlie furnace was for her to 
"fix the contract."

He appeared to 
be referring to the fact there 
wasn’t much of a defence 
presentation to comment on. 

Nichols warned the jury die 
verdict must be "the fruit of 
reason,” and that "feelings of 
vengeance have no place in 
this.”

Risks of Caesarean

Dear l»r. Thoeteeon: Is a 

normal delivery ever permis¬ 
sible for a mother who has 
had one Caesarean delivery? 
Can the acar tissue in the 
uterus cause miscarriage or 
other complications i n a 
future pregnancy? How do the 
risks of a Caesarean delivery 
compare with risks of a 
vaginal delivery?—L.H. 

Yes, a vaginal delivery Is 
possible after a prior C- 
eection — but don’t make the 
mistake of thinking it is 
common. 

The reason for having the 
Caesarean section in the first 
place is the imposrtant ques¬ 
tion. The commonest reason 


YOUR 
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Is the bony structure of the 
pelvis. If it is too small for an 
average-size baby, that situa¬ 
tion is not going to change. 
Therefore a Caesarean deliv¬ 
ery will be necessary in any 
future pregnances. (It is quite 
feasible to have a number of 
Caesarean deliveries.) 

If the original C-sertion was 
required by some such situa¬ 


tion as a misplaced placenta 
(placenta previa), it is alto¬ 
gether possible that this will 
not recur in a subsequent 
pregnancy, and then normal 
delivery would be entirely 
practical. Scar tissue does not 
enter into the question: that 
would not cause i miscar¬ 
riage — us witness some 
women who have had as 
many as a dozen Caesareans 
without a miscarriage. 

The normal (vaginal) deliv¬ 
ery is somewhat safer than 
a Caesarean, although 
Caesarean delivery is not 
unduly risky. However, when 
circumstances call to r a 
Caesarean, then that is far 
safer than trying to avoid it.

The airmen were freed un¬ 
harmed after five days.

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Does Nobody Want Home? 


r E INFERENCE TO BE DRAWN from the 
government’* dedalon to barter with oilman 
R. A, Brown Jr, for the aharei that control Home 
Oil Co. Ltd., Is that no Canadian company la 
willing to put up the money. 

The great question which the taxpayers 
should be asking themselves la “Why"? 

If it takes only 910,000,000 to buy sufficient of 
Mr. Brown's voting shares in Cygnus Corporation 
that, In turn, provides 39 per cent of Home's voting 
stock, It cannot he said that the down-capital 
requirement is sufficient in itself to frighten off the 
dozens of hig Canadian companies in the fast 
developing Canadian extractives industry. 

! For this #10,000,000, the purchaser wins 
control over perhaps Canada’s largest independent 
domestically-owned oil company. 

Home has a net reservation or lease acreage of 
4,577,385 acres, spread over Canada, Great 
i Britain and Alaska. 

On latest available figures it had a share in 
2,071 oil wells and 350 gas wells. It is producing 
7,000,000 barrels of oil a year and 24 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas 

It paid over $11,000,000 in 1969 for a parcel 
i of land, on Alaska's North Slope and owns over 
422,000 common shares of Atlanta Richfield, the 
U.S. company that pioneered the Alaska find. 
Preliminary figures for 1970 show that Home 
I continued to do well with record gross revenue of 
, over $30 million, and a cash flow of $14 million. 
Although its net income dropped from $10,000,000 
In 1969 to $5,477,000 in 1970 it earned 78 cents a 
share on which it paid a dividend of 50 cents. 

On the other side, Home has loans of some 
$123,000,000, but even so it seems unrealistic that 
no one outside of the Canadian government, and 
one U.S. oil company is willing to put up the 
$10,000,000 that will buy out Mr. Brown. 

It is true that Northern and Central Gas, a 
large Canadian exploration development and 
distribution company made three offers, all 
rejected, and there were rumors lhat a number of 
holding companies in Eastern Canada were also 
interested, but these came to nothing. 

Canadian Pacific Rallw'ay, through its Central 
Del Rio oil division, disclaimed interest, although 
the sum required would have been peanuts for this 
hard nosed, aggressive Canadian corporation. 

So it appears there is something lurking in the 
weeds that makes the control of Home undesirable 
to Canadian business. 

Before the government takes over and puts 
Home’s control in the hands of its planned new 
Canada Development Corporation, the reason for 
this less than enthusiastic private enterprise inter¬ 
est in Home should be examined. 

Does it mean that Canadian corporations are 
indeed so worried about Mr. Benson’s tax reform 
proposals due shortly that they are unwilling to 
take any more risks until they know definitely 
what is in store for them? 

Does it mean that Canada is going to sit back 
and allow government to extend its influence over 
the country by nationalizing everything it can lay 
its hands upon? 

If these questions are answered in the 


affirmative, then it is time Mr. Benson showed his 
tax hand without any further delay, and the 
government as a whole declared whether it is for 
or against free enterprise. 

Between Mr. Benson and Labor Minister 
Bryce Mackasey with his unemployment insurance 
reform proposals, the government is clearly tilting 
Canada towards the situation in which the Indolent 
become fat and sleek at the cost of the Industrious. 

As Britain and some other countries have 
found to their cost, the amount of government 
interference with industry which any country can 
stand has its limitations, and the Home Oil 
envelopment into the new CDC, as the government 
now proposes, Is taking Canada towards that limit. 

If CDC buys Home, then surely Mr. Stephen 
Roman, of Denison Mines, will be claiming the 
same kind of deal to take the place of the one the 
government last year refused to let him take with 
a U.S. company. And dozens more. 

There is one other Important point which the 
government should consider, and that is the rights 
of the minority shareholders In the companies they 
plan to acquire. 

It has long been government securities policy 
that any offer made to change company control 
should be made available either totally or pro rata, 
not only to the major shareholder, or major 
shareholders, but to all the minority holders as 
well. 

If the offer to buy out Mr. Brown is completed, 

then surely all the other voting shareholders of 
Cygnus and Home should be entitled to similar 
treatment. 

And if that happened, the government’s 
payment of $10,000,000 to Mr. Brown could 
extend to hundreds of other shareholders as well. 

There is no end to the potential danger, and as 
Home is being used as a trial balloon for further 
government acquisition operations—through CDC 
— every taxpayer should know what is involved, 
what risks we are taking, and what return we are 
going to get for our money. 


Young Votes 

POR CANADIAN POLITICIANS eyeing the post- 
1 war population bulge and directing their ef- 
efforts particularly toward getting as many of 
those young votes as possible — and forgetting the 
middle-aged and elderly in the bargain — there 
may be a valuable lesson in some of the results of 
the latest United States census. 

Analysis of the returns has shown, according 
to the U.S. Census Bureau, that in the 1968 
presidential election, only 33 per cent of the 18-to- 
20-year-olds voted in states where they were el¬ 
igible to do so. In all states, only 51 per cent of the 
persons 21 to 24 years old reported they had voted. 
But 70 per cent of those who were 25 years of age 
or older voted. 

The pattern might not be exactly the same in 
Canada.

It is suggested that (he 
present fire hall buildings and 
property in Sidney, admitted 
by North Saanich to be the 
prof&rty of the whole com¬ 
munity, those who paid for it 
over many years, be turned 
over in complete ownership to 
the group that so badly needs 
accommodation and who in 
fact did i*iy the cart; namely, 
fhe “Silver Threads," or 
senior members of the com¬ 
munity. 

This building, with its beau¬ 
tifully finished upper floor 
couln be used now and. with a 
relatively small outlay, the

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A Man Without His Homeland 


npHlS is die story of one 
X man’s struggle tu get 
back his passport. 

It's a long and sometimes 
sordid story, stretching back 
over 16 years. It involves 
international espionage, polit¬ 
ical intrigue, Red propaganda, 
accusations of brainwashing, 
libel suits, truth distortion, 
and Iron Curtain journalism. 

At times, it seems a topic 
more suited to John le Carre 
or Eric Ambler. It is even a 
pathetic story, in human 
terms — one in which normal 
standards of human ethical 
behavior have to be sus¬ 
pended. 

The central figure is Wil¬ 
fred Burchett, a former top 
correspondent for the London 
Daily Express who turned 
Communist and who lost (or 
had stolen) hie Australian 
passport in 1866. He has been 
dented a replacement ever 
since. 

see 

Burohett has been trying to 
get the Australian govern¬ 
ment to issue another pass¬ 
port, since he is still a citizen 
and wants to be able to 
return home and to travel on 
it. 

His country won’t let him 
come home, even to visit. 

A succession of govern¬ 
ments claim, in essence, that 
he had “severed all connec¬ 
tions with Australia and 
is considered to have forfeited 
any claim he might have had 
to the protection and assist¬ 
ance from the Commonwealth 
which he would receive as tiie 
holder of an Australian pass¬ 
port." 

Burchett is an exile; but 
it's an exile with a difference. 
Hia friends *re those in 
Communist countries, and he 
has travelled on Cambodian 
documents (pre-coup), a 
North Vietnamese “laissez- 
passez," and an “honorary" 
Cuban passport. 

He’s been denied entrance 
to countries that might other¬ 
wise honor a valid Australian 
passixirt — countries such as 
the U.S., which a couple of 
years ago dented him the 
privilege of making a speak¬ 
ing tour of the country. 
a it * 

The Australian Journalists 
Association took up his cause, 
as did the International 
Organization of Journalists 
with headquarters in Prague; 
die International Aas.iciation 
of Democratic Lawyers, tiie 
British National Council for 
Civil Liberties, and other 
groups. 

A petition circulated on his 
behalf boasted such signator¬ 
ies as Bertrand Russell, Jean- 
Paul Sartre, Simone De 
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Beauvoir, Lord Fenner 
Brockway, Michael Foot, MP, 
Grahame Greenet Han Su 
Yin, Mary McCarthy, Melina 
Mercouri, Norman Mailer, 
Arthur Mi I lei*, J. B. Priestley, 
and Edgar Snow. 

But to no avail ... so far. 
Even when B u r o h e 1 1's 
father died, he was denied 
permission to return to Aus¬ 
tralia for the funeral. 

In his continuing campaign 
for what he feels is common 
justice, Burchett has written 
a book, “Passport," published 
by Thomas Nelson and Sons, 
which in ways is more like a 
brief, laying his case before 
the public. 

★ * ★ 

He is also suing the widely- 
respected Australian journal¬ 
ist, Denis Warner, for libel. 

In an article, Warner dis¬ 
cussed the so-called “confes¬ 
sions" of the crew of tiie U.S. 
“spy ship" Pueblo, which the 
North Koreans captured a 
couple of years ago 
He compared them with the 
“confessions" of American 
and British prisoners of war 
in the Korean conflict — 
confessions which involved a 
couple of Communist journal¬ 
ist-interrogators : Alan Win- 
nington of the I.ondon Daily 
Worker and Burchett, repre¬ 
senting the French Commun¬ 
ist newspaper, Ce Soir. 

Burchett has had an extra¬ 
ordinarily chequered career. 

When he was with the Daily 
Express he displayed journal¬ 
istic initiative and was the 
first correspondent to visit 
Hiroshima after the atom 
bomb was dropped in 1945. 

He seems to have been 
persuaded to the Soviet Com¬ 
munist cause some time after 
the conclusion of the Second 
World War, when lie was 
number two man in Berlin for 
the Express. 

a * * 

During the Korean War he 
was active on the North 
Korean side, interviewing and 
“lecturing" to PoWs and so 
on. A succession of individu¬ 
als testified later that Bur¬ 
chett composed fake confes¬ 
sions about the use of germ 
warfare which prisoners were 
persuaded to sign. 

L t . Paul K niaa, for 
exempli, staled in sworn 
testimony "I copied the 
edited version, that was edi¬ 
ted by Burchett's own words 
Burchett actually sug¬ 
gested and inserted ideas that 
were not my own. If I took 
exception, he suggested that I 
was wrong." 

Kniis recalled that when he

first met Burphett in the PoW 
camp he thought he might be 
a fellow prisoner: "Ha kept 

asking me questions about 
BW (bacteriological warfare! 
and I repeated I didn’t know 
anything about it." 

Anyway, Lt. Kniss was used 
in the “germ warfare" prop¬ 
aganda campaign. He and 
others testified to the same 
effect, that Wilfred Burchett 
was unduly active. 

* A a 

In 1956, Capt. Bert Cumby, 
one of the American interro¬ 
gators at the prisoner 
exchange at Panmunjon, test¬ 
ified that Burchett helped 
“conduct interrogations” and 
used newspaper work as a 
“cover." 

'Burchett had a very Im¬ 
portant hand in slanting, in 
writing, in drafting, in mak¬ 
ing (lie projiaganda to the 
Western prisoners . . . he 
served more or less as a 
consultant.’’ 

In his book, Burchett denies 
that lie did anything except 
show friendship for prisoners, 
and that he endeavored to 
spread the truth and "poke 
holes through the screen of 
misinformation and falsifica¬ 
tion . ." 

Of the charges of partici¬ 
pating in brainwashing pro¬ 
grams he replies: “This was 
the magic term used to 
explain any opinion by a PoW 
which ran counter to the 
official American line. The 
allegation . . was made, I 
believe, mainly to discredit 
me with my colleagues ..." 

* * * 

In the Vietnam war, Bur¬ 
chett has become a spokes¬ 
man for the North and Viet 
Cong side, and has covered 
first-hand the war from the 
“other” side. 

Hr calls any re|M>rt ahout 
aggression from the North 
“false," and blames every¬ 
thing on U.S. imperialism. 

In his article, Dennis 
Warner notes that Burchett: 

. . not only supports and 
works for the Viet Cong and 
NLF (National Liberation 
Front) but acts as a channel 
of communications to Hanoi 
and supplies the North Viet¬ 
namese with information of 
fellow journalists which, quite 
often, has been the major 
factor in Hanoi’s decision 
whether or not to allow 
particular journalists to visit 
Hanot " 

* * * 

The Burchett story - from 
his jHiint of view — took a 
sudden change for the worse 
in January when the testi¬ 
mony of a Soviet KGB 
defector was made public in 
the U.S. 

Yuri Krotkov, a KGV man 
who defected to Britain in 
1963, told of his relationship 
with Burchett, dating back to 
Berlin, 1947, and that be was 
involved in "recruiting" him 
for the KGR. 

Krotkov was under assign¬ 
ment from Soviet intelligence 
to mix with Westerners in 
Berlin, in hopes that Western 
intelligence would try to 
“recruit" him. thus enabling 
the Soviets to penetrate the 
Western system. 

Krotkov described his Tole 
as that of one who "was in a 
position to find a 'buyer' and 
to look who wll) ‘buy’ me, 
that was my duty." 

When he met Burchett, who 
was then with die Daily 
fc xpress, Krotkov testified 
that he quickly came to the 
conclusion: that's not a 


buyer, that's a man who 
want* to sell himself. Ha was 
looking for s buyer, too." 

Krotkov testified ha “gave" 
Burchett to another ranking 
Soviet Intelligence officer. 

"I know that Burchett had 
a close relation with the boss 
of the KGB special depart¬ 
ment which is responsible for 
the whole foreign correspond¬ 
ents in Moscow. That's CoJ. 
Barsegov," Krotkov testified 
Krotkov said Burchett 
claimed to have a close 
relationship with the late 
Pulitzer Prize-winning journ¬ 
alist Marguerite Higgins. He 
quotes him as suggesting thfit 
this friendship could he used 
to get close to her husband, 
who was an American air 
force general. 

“He told me that he worked 
for the Communist Party of 
China, he was paid for this, 
and that he was supported by 
it . . ." Krotkov told the U.S 
Senate subcommittee on 
internal security, referring to 
Burchett’s Korean ftoreign 
correspondent days. 

I n "Passport,” Burchett 
finds fault only with tiie west 
For example, he criticizes 
Britain for not recognizing tiie 
Nazi threat (which he tells us 
he did) and he attacks 
Australia for not recognizing 
the Japanese threat (again, 
which he did). 

* * * 

Yet he omits to mention 
that despite Britain’s failure 
with the Nazis, it was the 
Soviet Union that allied itself 
with Hitler, and joined the 
Nazi legions in attacking 
Poland, from behind. 

Yet there are clues to the 
"real" Burchett in his book 
He tells in his preface: "My 
concept of reporting is not 
just In record history but to 
help sha|ie it in tiie right 
direction." 

Burchett'6 "right" direr 
lion seems far to the left. 

He adds later that he sees 
journalism as an opportun¬ 
ity even an obligation —• to 
help “shape history and pub¬ 
lic opinion in the best 
interests of humanity " 

This is also how the Com¬ 
munist ideology sees the 
journalist’s role — no mention 
of objectivity, fairness, truth 
or other principles usually 
•spoused as journalistic goals 
Anyway, this 1* Wilfred 
Burchett, now an aging 
weapon in the wild war whose 
greatest ideological battles 
now are behind him. 

A man who seeks, finally, 
“justice" on his own behalf in 
getting his |mss|)ort hack 
from the government of a 
system he opposes and whose 
values he rejects.

Blind Balk 
At Layoffs, 
Low Wages 

TORONTO (CPI -= Owen 
Shime, vice-president of the 
Ontario Labor Relations 
Board, will conduct arbitra¬ 
tion bearings March 25 be¬ 
tween the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind and 750 
of its employees. 

Gerald Smith, public rela¬ 
tions director of the Ontario 
Union of Blind and Sighted 
Merchants, suid Wednesday 
the CNIB has served notice 
that it will institute a more 
profitable system in its cafe¬ 
teria operations this year, 
putting 35 blind employees out 
of work. 

"They are supposed lo be a 
charitable organization help¬ 
ing to provide jobs for the 
blind," he said. "Their busi¬ 
ness is not to make money.” 

The union, formed a year 
ago and bargaining for its 
first contract, represents 163 
blind and 585 sighted workers 
operating CNIB canteens, 
cafeterias and smoke shops in 
Ontario schools and offices. 

Smith said most of them 
earn the provincial minimum 
wage of $1.50 an hour or 560 a 
week, although salaries range 
up to MOO a week for canteen 
managers. 

He said the institute's last 
offer was a 15-oent-an-hour 
increase effective April 1, 
when the minimum wage 
rises to $1.65, plus another 10 
cents in November.

Army draftee Cliapin Scott 
Paterson, 19. was ordered 
deported to Uie U.S. March 2 
by a Vancouver judge after 
he had allegedly hijacked a 
plane with 97 persons aboard 
and ordered it flown to 
Vancouver. 

Tge Canadian decision could 
set an example to other 
countries, Davis said, noting 
tliat tire returning of hi¬ 
jackers to the country of 
origin* represented the "ulti¬ 
mate'' in deterring hijackers 


including photographs and 
fingerprints, on persons who 
were arrested but not 
charged. 

In addition, the government 
will provide letters of re¬ 
habilitation to persons whose 
reputations were damaged as 
a result of arrest. 

Choquette’s announcement 
follows the recent submission 
of a report to him by 
Ombudsman Louis Marceau. 

The ombudsman’s report 
outlines 1T1 complaints of 
infringement of rights under 
the War Measures Act, in¬ 
voked Oct. 16, and its succes¬ 
sor, the Public Order Tem¬ 
porary Measure Act, 1970, 
passed Dec. 3.

OTTAWA (UPI) - Tire 
federal government an¬ 
nounced tight restrictions Fri¬ 
day to conserve dwindling 
stocks o f North Atlantic 
salmon. 

Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis said only “bona fide 
commercial fishermen will be 
allowed to take salmon in 
1972, and no new entrants will 
be allowed into the industry 
until runs begin to improve " 
Davfs said three steps must 
be taken to get the salmon 
industry back in shape: 

• Negotiate with Den¬ 
mark to reduce its take off 
Greenland. 

• Cut down on pollution 
in Canadian salmon rivers. 

• Insure that our own 
fishermen, both commercial 
and sports, let enough salmon 
return to spa wiring grounds to 
build up the Atlantic salmon 
population once more. 

The government will also 
insist on tits salmon fishing 
industry reorganizing itself to 
be more productive. 

“Few commercial fisher¬ 
men can make a decent living 
as things stand now,” Davis 
said. 

"Moonlighters' will not lie 
permitted to fish. "Only those 
commercial fishermen who 
earn their livelihood princi¬ 
pally by fishing will he 
retained in the salmon fish- 
ery," Davis said. 

“Those who have full-time 
jobs in other industries are 
being given 12 months notice. 
Only bona fide fishermen will 
be allowed to take Atlantic 
salmon commercially from 
1972 onward."

Consumer 
Prices 
Up Again 

OTTAWA fCP) - Con¬ 
sumer prices moved ahead in 
Canada last month hy the 
biggest monthly margin since 
early last summer 
Food and transportation 
price increases led the gen¬ 
eral advance in the consumer 
price index to 130.9 points 
from 130.3 in January. The 
pric£ index, based on 100 
points for 1961 prices, was 
128.7 in February, 1970 
TTie index, which measures 
price changes over a broad 
range of goods and services, 
stood 1.7 per cent ahead of 
the reading in February, 1970. 

Food prices went up by four- 
fifths of one per cent last 
month — mainly because of 
higher charges for beef, fruit 
snd vegetables — but re¬ 
mained almost three per cent 
lower than a year earlier. 

Higher prices for new oars 
and repairs, plus higher in¬ 
surance charges pushed the 
transportation index ahead by 
1.5 per cent to a point almost 
four per cent higher than 12 
months earlier 
The year-to-year rats of 
Increase was running at 1.5 
per cent in December and 
January, down sharply from 
an annual pace of five per 
cent a year ago.

That startling assertion is 
made by two Roman Catholic 
educators, Dr. Robert O’Neil 
and Fr. Michael Donovan. 
O'Neil Is assistant professor 
uf psychology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Detroit. Donovan is 
chaplain to Roman Catholic 
students at the University of 
Michigan. 

They are authors of a small 
paperback book which ought 
to be read and fiondered by 
parents and pastors of all 
denominations. The title is 
Children, Church and God. It 
can be ordered from the 
Corpus Books Divisiun of 
World Publishing Co, (2231 
West 110 St. • Cleveland, Ohio. 

What O'Nail and Donovan 


are saying in dead earnest, is 
that virtually every church in 
America is going about religi¬ 
ous education in the wrong 
way. f 

With few exceptions. Catho¬ 
lic and Protestant churches 
concentrate most of their 
religious education effort on 
young children between the 
ages of 5 and 13. Relatively 
few resources are invested in 
educational programs for high 
school and eollege students, 
and still less is done about 
adult education. 

This means, say O’Neil and 
Donovan, that "a dispropor¬ 
tionate amount of religious 
education is aimed at those 
who can least benefit from 
it ” 

Hiey cite ountemp o r a r y 
•utdies of learning psychology 
which show that pre-adoles¬ 
cent children simply are not 
able to handle the kind of 
abstract or analogical thought 
that is neeessary to attain 


any real understanding of 
religious concepts. 

They can learn the right 
words and definUUms, and 
parrot them back to their 
pleased teachers and parents. 
But tl»e only way they can 
cope with the Ideas behind the 
words is to reduce them to 
c o n c r s t s , oversimplified 
terms. And this often leads to 
bizarre concepts of God which 
are “worse than no under¬ 
standing at all" because they 
Income roadblock* to mature 
religious thought at an appro¬ 
priate age. 

O'Neil and Donovan contend 
this is the real reason why so 
many young people abandon 
religion entirely soon after 
they reach adolescence. TYtsir 
growing minds recognize the 
superficiality and untenqbility 
of their childhood conoepts of 
God, and they have been 
encouraged to regard those 
conoepts as the teaching of 
ihe church,

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The upholding of a 9Q0-year» 
law against married priest* 
and, by implication, men who 
leave the priesthood for any 
other reason, came in a letter 
made public Thursday by the 
Congregation lor the Doctrine 
of the Faith. 

VatUm apokesman 
Federico Alessandrini said the 
letter, cent Jan. 13 to bishops 
and heads of regiigious orders 
around the world, wes a 
reiteration ol earlier pro¬ 
nouncements by Pope Paul VI 
on the role of the priesthood. 

The letter appeared aimed 
chiefly at the reetive Dutch 
where dozens of men 
who left the prieethood to 
merry have been hired by 
local churches to 4each or do 
limited pastoral work. 

Dutch church leaders aaked 
the Pope lest yearto relax 
the law against married 
priests. The 73-year-old pon¬ 
tiff indicated in an answer 
that he was willing to con¬ 
sider only the admission of 
married men to the priest¬ 
hood under very limited cir¬ 
cumstances, but only in parts 
of the wortd where there is a 
critical aiiortage of priests. 

The whole issue of the 
priesthood wiU highlight the 
forthcoming synod of bishops 
which takes place later this 
year at the Vatican. The 
possibility of married priests 
is one of the questions on the 
agenda Vatican sources eaid.

BOSTON (UPI) - Mar¬ 
riages between Jews and 
gentiles are not "Jewishly 
valid," according to a ruling 
of the Rabbinical court of the 
A s sociated Synagogues of 
Massachusetts. 

Tlie court's riding followed 
*n announcement of the state 
board of rabbis. The decree, 
announced this week, said the 
greatest threat to Jewish 
survival was assimilation. 

The court's decree applies 
even to marriages ‘'solem¬ 
nized" by a rabbi and caJIs 
for the expulsion from rab¬ 
binic organizations clergy who 
officiate at such marriages. 
To have such a union 
lemnized by a rabbi in 
der to give it religious 
atus and religious identity 
istitutes a sham and a 
ud perpetrated by the 
liebrew clergyman perform¬ 
ing such a ceremony on the 
people concerned " the court 
said. 

Kven the suppoeition that 
the non-Jew in the marriage 
will convert was ruled out by 
the court. "Marriage should 
not be used as s medium for 
capturing souls or forcing 
conversions," it declared.

Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Geoffrey Fisher aaya there is 
"a good deal to be said" far 
premarital sex. 

In a book of essays entitled 
Itouching on Christian Truth, 
the 83-year-old former pri¬ 
mate o f England re com¬ 
manded a revival of the 
ceremony of betrothal, a 
morally but not legally bind¬ 
ing contract to marry, which 
would allow for engagement 
"with a practical meaning " 

"There are some young 
people today for whom, for 
many good reasons, marriage 
is not an Immediate possibil¬ 
ity," Lord Fisher said 

"If they coma to feel that 
to anticipate marriage ia not 
necessarily blameworthy, but 
is caHed for as part of their 
committal at themselves to 
one another, there might be a 
good deal to be said for tha 
revival of betrothal as a real 
and significant social and 
religious custom, arid) a prac¬ 
tical meaning," ha said. 

"It would, In fact, be a 
sacramental get made as 
indeed marriage itself, essen¬ 
tially by the two persons, tha 
two parties to the betrothal 
themselves 

"Altar that sexual inter¬ 
course between them would 
not be regarded a a in tha 
moral sense fornication." said 
lord Fisher, who served as 
Archbishop o f Canterbury 
from IMS until bis retirement 
in 1961. 

He said tha Church of 
England could not make tha 
change alone but would need

Millions of visitors to the 
cathedral have ckrabad the 
steps to the Whispering Gal¬ 
lery 100 feet above the floor 
of the great edifice. (The 
gallery derived its name from 
the fact Fiat a whisper 
against the wall on one side 
can be heard distinctly near 
the wall on the opposite side. 
107 feet away in a straight 
line ) 

High Viewi 

From here, you can step 
out on to the Stone Gallery for 
a view excelled only by that 
from the Golden Gallery 
above it. Higher still is the 
little ballroom. From it you 
can look down onto the 
cathedral floor 300 feet below 
for an over-all view of the 
vast dimensions of St. Paul's. 

The venerable Renaissance 
structure is 515 feet long and 
250 feet wide across the 
transcepts. Height from the 
pavement to the top at the 
cross is 365 feet. 

History records that Britain 
has overcome far greater 
challenges than that posed by 
St. Paul’s and the odds are 
good that the 87.2 million 
needed to preserve the mag¬ 
nificent cathedral wiU be 
forthcoming long before the 
windows opening onto one of 
the world's most memorable 
views are shuttered.

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Hearing Aid Bill 


Speedy Weddings 
Worry NDP Leader

The NDP tod Liberal mem- 
bora to the Legislature Friday 
voted against the principle of 
a bill which would regulate 
1 tearing aid dealers in B.C 
Alex Macdonald (NDP - 
Vancouver Eaatl, who will 
introduce a private members 
bill next week dealing with 
hearing aids, said while the 
government claims to be 
regulating the Industry, it it 
actually stifling competition 
among hearing aid dealers. 

This will be achieved by the 
largely industry” board, he 
added, whose first action - 
tike those of similar govern- 
m e n t -appointed regulatory 
groups in the fields of optics 
and drugs — will be to 
prevent its members from 
sdvertising prices. 

The “already exorbitant” 
costs of hearing aids will then 
go higher, and nothing will be 
done to reduce the burden of 


ffxpcvdv* repairs to devices, 
Macdonald said 

He added the NDP would 
“move in the other direc¬ 
tion,” proposing that hearing 
tida should be supplied free 
to thoee who need them under 
medicare 

Liberal leader Patrick Mc- 
Geer said the province has 
come to a sad state when it 
has to set up a board to deal 
with what in essenoe is a very 
Simple question. The Liberal 
party “can't accept a 
plethora <rf bureaucracy” 
gnd therefore opposed the bill 
in principle. 

Dr. Scott Wallaoe (SC-Oak 
Bay) said he supported the 
bill on grounds that it would 
elevate the standards of hear¬ 
ing aid dealers. 

The main pui\XMe of the 
bill, Wallace said, is tu 
eliminate Uie sale of hearing 
•ids to elderly persons wlto 
might suffer from defects 
which cannu be corrected by 
mechanical devices 


'It's breaking new ground, 
and this bill may not have all 
die answers," the 800 red 
member said, "but time alone 
will tcU." 

Howard McDiarmid fBC- 
AJberni), who is also a 
qualified medical practitioner 
although no longer practising 
full time, said something 
must be done to protect those 
persons who “fall tor any line 
from ill-trained people wiw 
may be con-men of the worst 
kind. These people (seeking 
hearing aids) are suckers like 
you would never believe.” 

Dudley Little (SC Skeenai. 
wiki uses a hearing aid 
hunself, said his particular 
defect, caused by years of 
working among the high 
pitched sounds of a sawmill, 
needs a highly-skilled techni¬ 
cian to select and it a proper 
device. 

*T think we liave to restrict 
competition in this field.” 
Little said. "Here in Victoria 
we have two specialists as 
good as any in Canada. But 


there are also about 20 011161*8 
who siphon off sume of die 
cream and make it dUfiuuli 
for those with high standard* 
to make a living,” 

If bearing aid deaifra are 
restricted, Little said, the 
good ones will have a large 1 
volume, and thus prices can 
be brought down. 

Oppositon leader Dave Bar¬ 
rett aaid "certainly there is a 
measure of progress in tills 
bill” but added he wasn’t 
prepared to support it “If it 
took you tins long just to 
make standards - how long 
will it be before you go aU the 
way and supply hearing aids 
free to those who need 
them?” 

Minister without Portfolio 
Isabel Dawson, who intro¬ 
duced die bill in tits House, 
said it would prevent “fleec¬ 
ing of die elderly” and had 
received several letters in 
favor of the proposed regula¬ 
tion from senior citizen 
groui« but not one word of 
oppositirn from tiie public

Liquor Inquiry 
Cost $89,287 

Answers to questions filed in the Legislature by 
Provincial Secretary Wesley Blaok showed the cost of the 
B.C. Liquor Inquiry Commission to have been 988,287.61. 

The commission, held during 1969, looked into B.CVe 
liquor laws and made recommendations, most of which have 
not yet been implemented. Tlie commission called lor tiie 
creation erf a three-man liquor control board and 
recommended breaking die hotel monopoly on beer sales 


A bill wiuch would protect people in unorganized area* 
from vicious dogs was given second reading in the Legislature 
Friday. 

The bill would allow persona in unorganized areas to kill 
dogs attacking people or other domestic animals and would 
allow peace officers to kill dogs running in packs 

Frank Caider (NDP — Atlin) said the bill was very

Bui other NDP members questioned the hill- Leo Nimstck 
i.VDP — Kootenay) aaid he telt it was “giving very wide 
powers to the public to take the law into their own hands, 
and Gordon Dowding (NDP — Burnaby-Ldmonds) aaid it did 
not give apeoific circumstances under which the dog might l>e 
killed. “How can a dog get a decent trial under this bill?" lie 
esked. * 


A biU to require mortgage 
brokers to be registered and 
to disclose the full c*>sts of 
their interest was criticized 
a* being both too tough and 
not tough enough in the 
Legislature Friday 

Alex Macdonald (NDP- 
Vancouver East) said the bill 
would not help keep organized 
crime out of tiie province as 
Attorney -General Leslie 
Peterson had said it would 
because it did not require tiie 
real owners of mortgage 
broking companies to be 
disclosed. Owners could tie 
listed as other foreign com¬ 
panies, lie said, adding “bow 
can you protect yourself 
against an unknown enemy?" 

Macdonald added that orga¬ 
nized crime would be at¬ 
tracted to B.C. Itecauae of its 
high rents and high interest 
rates and suggested that the 
only way it could be kept out 


was by disclosing tiie true 
owners. 

The NDP members also 
aaid that while mortgage 
brokers were required to 
disclose their Interest rates 
and bonuses, nothing pre¬ 
vented them from levelling 
the same high charges. 

He said lie felt most home- 
buyers “know now they’re 
being had” and (ha bill 
wouldn't change anything in 
that respect. 

But Frank Ney ISC— 
Nanaimo) said that some 
repu table mortgage broking 
companies felt the legislation 
was too tough. Ney, a realtor 
himself, said the bill could 
cause considerable delays in 
the processing of mortgaging 
applications.

Pea Country 


Among the many blowing! •howored 
on ItioM o I ui tortmute enough to live 
on Vancouver [aland, we have been 
given a oilroate which is juat about 
made to older ter the growing of green 
P«ea 

In moot other porta of Canada, peaa 
thrive only in the spring end fall, w the 
Plante cannot tolerate the extreme 
midenmmer heat of our hinterlands. U 
is a common complaint, especially In 
the Prairie province*, frir the pea vine* 
to.pa ok up and quit after juat one single 
picking 

In our cool summers, though, it Is 
possible, through succession sowings, to 
keep • continuous flow of succulent 
green peas front garden to kitchen all 
through the growing season 

Any half-decent garden soil will grow 
peas. It doesn’t have to he particularly 
rich and fertile, for the pea vine 
secures quite a lot of Its nourishment 
from the atmosphere, in fact, the soil is 
usually richer in plant food AFTER a 
pea crop than before, particularly if the 
roots are allowed to remain in the 
ground to rot when the plot la cleared 
at the end of the season. 

For tenderness and flavor, though, 
peas must have an unfailing supply of 
moisture, and the best way to ensure 
this is to keep the soil well stocked with 
organic material — preferably manure 
or compost — to act as a sponge for the 
retention of moisture. 

Before sowing peas — or sweet pea§ 
— It is a wise precaution to innoculate 
die seeds with a beneficial bacteria 
which feed the pea roots by extracting 


nitrates from the atmosphere. This 
innoculant comas In the form of a black 
powdfr. sold in garden shops for Id 
cento to 50 canto per paoket or tin, and 
the usual technique is to moisten your 
seeds, than shake them up in 1 bag or 
Jar with * spoonful of die innoculant 
powder so as to ooat each teed evenly. 

Both the pea vine and its ally, the 
nitrogen-fixing bacteria, require a sweet 
soil for proper development, so the 
Iiortion of the vegetable plot assigned to 
peas should be given a generous 
dressing of IJme before sowing. The 
actual amount required will very 
somewhat with the chemical makeup of 
the soil. In most gardens hereabouts, an 
adequate dressing would be two cupfulls 
per square yard if hydrated lime to 
used, or three cupfulls if the milder and 
longer-lasting pulverised limestone Is 
applied. Just scatter it on the surface 
and scratch it in with the rake. 

It is best to sow the dwarf kinds 
fairly thickly, so the vines will tend to 
support one another. I usually sow in a 
shallow, flat-bottomed trench, 2 inches 
deep and about a foot wide, spacing the 
seeds five inches apart each way. If 
more than one row is grown, a four-foot 
alley is left between trenches. In dry 
weather, the (teas can be irrigated 
easily by flooding the tranches with a 
trickle from the hoae. 

Novice gardeners should remember 
that individual pea vines do not continue 
to produce puds indefinitely; from two 
to three weeks is about the average 
cropping like, from the first picking to 
the last. 


If you art fond of freshly-picked 
green pass, then, and want to extend 
the cropping season, the trick to to grow 
more than one kind, preferably an early- 
maturing variety, a mid-season and a 
lato-pea, to one batch of vines follows 
another In the cropping succession. 

A good and reliable early variety la 
Improved Laxton’s Progress. For a 
midsaaacn variety I like Uncotn, listed 
in some catalogues as Homesteader, 
while Stratagem to a sweet and wall- 
flavored late pea. 

As peas lose vitamins and sugar 
content vary soon after picking, they 
should be eaten as soon as possible 
after harvesting, and they shouldn't be 
shelled until Just before oooking. It is a 
great mistake to cook peas In salted 
water, as this treatment toughens them. 
A sprig at mint in the water imparts a 
delightful flavor. 

For those of my readers who are not 
too sure just how to go about toe prun¬ 
ing of their roses, I would like to call 
attention to the roee-prunlng demon¬ 
strations arranged by the Victoria Hor¬ 
ticultural Society and open to the gen¬ 
eral public.

Britons Battle ‘ Loathsome ’ Americanisms 

Up with This We Will Not Put

"We have not yet been in¬ 
vaded, and God forbid we 
ever will be, by the American 
subjunctive." 

The man wtu> made that 
statement to also concerned 
about whether the word 
"finance" is pronounced with 
the accent on the first syl¬ 
labi#, using a long M i", or 
with a short "i" and the 
accent on the second syllable. 

Geoffrey Marshall, founder 
and (resident of the Society 
tor the Prevention of Inadver¬ 
tent Trans-Atlanticism*, has 
so much adoration and res¬ 
pect fur the English language 
that he to apprehe n s i ve about 
its Mura. 

His organization, now gain¬ 
ing supporters from ail over 
the British Isles by the hun¬ 
dreds, has hut a sole purpose: 
To keep the mother tongue 
free from creeping American 
isms. 

Although a lot of English¬ 
men have an occasional af¬ 
fection for American expres- 
s I o n s, particularly slang, 
there is in untold number who 
do not want their language 
"sullied.’’ 


Getting back to the subjunc¬ 
tive, the "American subjunc¬ 
tive," as some linguistic mili¬ 
tants here call it. 

Many Englishmen consider 
the so-called American sub¬ 
junctive some kind of trans- 
Atlantic monster "lurking 
slyly in the rich undergrowth 
of the English language" (to 
borrow the society's own 
words). 

An example of ties sub¬ 
junctive, invariably o n t h e 
negative, would be the follow¬ 
ing sentence: "He insisted 
she not be informed." 

Condemning this as an 
atiomination of the English 
language, Prof. Marshall de¬ 
clares that "tiii* loathsome 
kind of thing comm from the 
other side of the ooean where 
English to rarely spoken." 

Americanisms, the society 
maintains, have little or no 
Mace in English, but the Eng¬ 
lish language has every 
right to be used — and used 
correctly in the United 
States by Americans. 

TTiere are hundreds of so- 
called abominations, accord¬ 
ing to the society, which 
keeps an ear cocked to U.S. 
television shows coming over 


the BBC and a radar aye on 
a dozen American magazines. 
Tliis list is interminable. 

There is, for instance, the 
word "overly." To use that 
instead of "excessively" to 
loathsome. Also loathsome (a 
favorite word of the society) 
are such things as the words 
"in” and "out” when used 
as a suffix to a verb — to., 
"cook-out" or "teach-in." 

In addition to being loath¬ 
some, some Americanisms 
are unap|ietizing, says tha 
society. "As of now” and "at 
this moment of time," which 
mean nothing more than 
"now," should be utterly re¬ 
jected — as. indeed, such 
enemies of English as "up¬ 
tight" and "hang-up." 

In his most recent outburst, 
(Hiblished by the learned 
Oxford Magazine. Dr. Mar¬ 
shall wags a threatening fin¬ 
ger at another devil that has 
migrated to Engtond — the 
verb "to be" when used in 
place of "must." 

What makes Mar*lied die 
a zillion deaths is whenever 
lie hears Such a sentence as: 
"You’ve got to be joking!" 

On the other hand, re* all 
of the American linguistic im¬ 


ports are loathsome or un- 
apiietizing, according to the 
society. There to, for ex¬ 
ample. "that most convenient 
of verba — ‘contact.’ " 

"I rather like ‘contact,’ " 
Marshal asserts,, "It is most 
handy when you want to say 
•get in touch with.’ After all, 
English is a living language, 
and it would die a Latin 
deatti if we rigorously con¬ 
trolled H. But it is the quality 
or the logical need of the new 
words that should be evalu¬ 
ated." 

Another Marshal favorite is 
the expression, "Monday 
through Friday." Admitting 
that Americans have im¬ 
proved English with such a 
phrase, he himself no longer 
uses the cumbersome British 
equivalent. "Monday to Fri¬ 
day inclusive." 

If tiiere are any up-tight 
I'eaders who insist the Society 
for the Prevention of Inad- 
v e r t e n t Trans-Atianticisms 
not be discontinued and who 
are overly apprehensive about 
the loathsome and unappetiz¬ 
ing use of English, they can 
contact, ag of now, Prof. 
Marshall between Monday 
through Friday for a teach-in. 
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I knew they’d find a way to bridge the distance. (lirlttina 
Sinatra has signed to do a television film for Granada-TV in 
London, where Robert Wagner is shooting Madame Sin, and 
where ha leased that jazzy townhouse from Lord Patrick 
Lichfield, with plenty of room for entertaining. 

Angel Tompkius says she didn't mind in the least doing 
that nude love scene with Elliot Gould in I Love My Wife, 
because it was done in good taste. But Angel is |»outing about 
one rtting- She didn’t think it was very nice of Elliot to invite 
buddy Donald Sutherland to come on the set and watch!

No Chance ’for Victoria

The city of Victoria “hasn’t 
got a ghost of a chance” of 
getting its hands on any of 
Vancouver's 13.5 million in 
urban renewal money from 
the federal government, ac¬ 
cording to a Vancouver aider- 
man. 

In a telephone interview 
from Vancouver Friday, the 
alderman, Harry Rankin, told 
the Coloniat that plant 1 for 
Vanoouver’s two proposed 


urban renewal projects are 
well advanced and would be 
submitted to the provincial 
and federal governments be¬ 
fore the April 30 deadline set 
by Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell. 

“I don’t know why the 
minister raised Victoria’s 
hopes by saying it would get 
access to the funds if Van¬ 
couver doesn’t produce a firm 
plan by tne end of April,” lie 
said. 

“He knows bow advanced 


our plans are; we have had 
lots of negotiations with his 
department.” 

Campbell said Wednesday 
Victoria’s Inner Harbor urban 
renewal project would get 
priority unless Vancouver 
submitted firm and final 
proposals within the next six 
weeks. 

“This proves once again 
tliat the province is always 
big in talking, but small in 
acting. There isn’t a ghost of 
a chance of Victoria getting 


those funds if the criterion is 
our failure to come up with 
detailed submissions for our 
projeots." 

Rankin said Vanoouvers 
planning department wouldn’t 
even have to stop up its pace 
to get the plans ready in tune 
for the dead ling. 

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock waen’t available for 
comment, but Aid. Harold 
Olafson, ehaiitnan of the 
city’s community develop¬

Phoney Complaints 
May Prove Costly

Function First 

According to Nesbitt, the 
tower was built In the mid- 
1880s as part of Ashnola, toe 
Northing P. Snowden house. 
Mrs. Snowden was the fifth 
daughter of Robert Dunsmuir 
of Craigdarroch Castle. 

The name was later 
changed to Sissinghurst, lie 
said, after the house was 
[Hjrctiased by Mr. and Mrs. 
E. Crow-Baker, who lived in 
it until about 20 years ago 
when it became the first wing 
of the Gorge Road Hospital. 

Since new patient quarters 
were built, Nesbitt said, the 
house was used tor offioe 
space. The tower was purely 
ornamental, he said. 

That is the drawback, ac¬ 
cording to Mr*.

agent was sent to Victoria to 
investigate the situation. 

Tiie bureau manager ob¬ 
served that letters of apology 
6ent to firms that had re¬ 
ceived letters of complaint 
from tiie UVic class were 
dated Feb. 17. before the 
phoney complaints had even 
been sent out. 

“It looks as if they antici¬ 
pated problems at tiie out¬ 
set,” he said. The letters of 
apology, according to Tindall, 
were completely m i m e o- 
graplied, including the signa¬ 


ture of Dr. Lome Rosenblood, 
t Ii e p gychology professor 
whose class was involved. 

He cited a letter sent to 
Rosenblood by the national 
sales manager of one of the 
firms expressing “the great¬ 
est astonishment” at the 
letter of apology describing 
the experiment. 

"I wonder if you can 
comprehend the extent of 
extra work and concern that 
was caused by the ‘complaint’ 
letters from your students?”, 
the letter said.

“This type of project only 
tends to widen the gap 
between tiie consumer and 
the business community,” die 
letter said. 

Tindall said that altiiough 
at least one of tiie firms had 
sent UVic president, Dr. 
Bruce Partridge, a copy of 
tiie letter of complaint and 
tiie difficulties caused by die 
project liad been given some 
IMiblicity, no member of the 
UVic administration had yet 


contacted the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau about It. 

“It is still our,jntendon to 
register a protest with the 
university administration,” he 
said. 

A further complaint about 
UVic psychology students has 
been made since problems 
caused by this assignment 
were publicized, Tindall said. 

“We've had calls from 
businessmen who agreed to 
grant interviews to students 
regarding selection of em¬ 
ployees. The businessmen 
wondered why the questions 
didn’t seem to be related to 
the topic and were told after 
the interview that the stu¬ 
dents were really doing a 
paper on prejudices toward 
hiring Indians,” he said. 

• ’They (the businessmen t 
were completely disenchanted 
with tiie apparent subterfuge 
that was used to gain the 
interviews.” 

Tindall said this instance 
was worse than tliat of tiie 
letters of complaint as stu¬ 
dents involved in the inter¬ 
viewing were studying under 
Dr. Alexander Milton, chair¬ 
man of the psychology de¬ 
partment, so tiie experiment 
actually had official blessing. 

The complaint letters were 
first brought to light about 
three weeks ago when several 
local restaurant managers 
became very upset after 
receiving complaints contain¬ 
ing |jJirases such as “profit¬ 
eers like you”; “shoddy 
mercliandise' : and “lying 
aiiout it (quality) in your ad¬ 
vertising .’’ 

Rosenblood lias said pur¬ 
pose of the experiment was to 
determine die best manner «*f 
obtaining favorable results 
when writing letters of com¬ 
plaint.

The public would 
lie welcome to attend the 
hearings, hut no testimony 
would be acceided from envi¬ 
ronmentalists. 

The tanker route lias been 
promised by U.S. oil com¬ 
panies to trans|>ort crude oil 
in super (ankers from the 
Alaskan port of Valdez to 
refineries just south of tiie 
Inn de • in Washington state on 
the Strait of Georgia.

American Men 
Still Henpecked? 


LONDON (AP) - A leading 
British psychiatrist set off for 
New York Friday to find out 
- in his own words — 
whether American men are 
still henpecked and dominated 
by women. 

Dr. Joshua Bierer, editor of 
the International Journal of 
Social Psychiatry, made the 
henpecked observation on a 
visit in 1964, stirring up a 
controversy. 

"I hope the situation has 
changed since then,” he said.

“America waa then a father¬ 
less society in my view 
because men simply did not 
assert themselves.” 

Bierer said the father In a 
family has to tie a strong and 
positive figure so that his 
sons could rebel against him. 

“It la natural for sons to 
rebel against their fathers,” 
he added. "If they are denied 
this natural outlet the sons 
become frustrated and take to 
violence or even drug addic¬ 
tion.” 


Bierer said that if Ameri¬ 
can fathers asserted them¬ 
selves more there would be 
fewer violent demonstrations 
by the young on such issues 
as Vietnam.

Winning Contract 

By HOWARD and REE 6CHENKEN 

TTi# majority of 
notrump contracta can¬ 
not i>e made or de¬ 
feated by simply cash¬ 
ing high cards. Victoby 
usually goes to the side 
which succeeds in aug¬ 
menting its winners by 
establishing long cards, 
end this process can 
lead to quite • titanic 
struggle. 

Let's say West leads 
a spade against three 
notrumpa. Declarer 
wine in his own hand 
and leads a club to the 
king. 

If East decides he 
has the club suit pretty 
well sewn up, and can 
afford to take tha ace, 
he soon finds out 
o t h a rwise. Declarer 
wine any return, plays the <*J of clubs, gives East a club, 
and eventually cashes the fifth club to make three 
notrumpa precisely. 

But if East is a fine defender he aees this coming and 
when the first club la led he allows tha king to win. 

Declarer now finds that he cannot make more than 
two dub tricks. It is quite impossible to establish the fifth 
card in the suit, aa there art too few entries to enable 
declarer to give East two dub tricks and than get back to 
dummy again. Eventually South goes down a trick. 

Yet, oddly eoough, If South is still more farsighted, he 
makaa the contract.

14 to find Kralt missing. 

Under cross examination by 
defence lawyer Rf F. Mac- 
Iaaac, McLeman said that 
Kralt believed in Jesus Christ 
and agreed that he had had 
aome "ups and downs" in 
Christian life. 1 

He told the court that Kralt 
was "definitely up" at the 
time. 

He also said Krait's father 
had been dead for six years, 
and that the family came 
from Holland. 

He said that Kralt received 
his mail in Bamfield, hut that 
he knew of one letter sent to 
him in care nf a Duncan 
address. That letter was from

Heaters , Blankets Fight 


Cold War

Volunteer workers were 
bringing dozens of electric 
blankets and beateys to the 
girl ke-bound Sandringham 
private hospital Friday night 
after the hospital's faulty oil 
furnace had to he abut down. 

Mrs. Margaret Reynold!, 
the hospital administrator, 
said she had found a non¬ 
union company which would 
ask its employees to cross the 
24-hour picket lines at Sand¬ 
ringham to repair the fur¬ 


nace. but she did not know 
when the work would be done. 

'Hie furnace breukdown was 
the second setback in two 
days for administrators of rise 
hospital who have kept the 
hospital running for Hut 5*h 
months of the strike. The first 
occurred Thursday vhas the 
company supplying fuel oil to 
the hoapiUil bad stopped 
delivery after picket lines 
surrounded the building at 
1650 Fort for 24 hours a day. 
. But Mrs. Reynolds said 
Friday night she was not 
worrying about the fuel situa¬ 


tion because she had many 
volunteer's offering to bring it 
in buckets and five-gallon 
cans if there were no otiiei 
way of getting it in. 

"We have a Lot of good 
spirit,” she said, citing the 
example of the many volun¬ 
teers bringing in electric 
heater* for the night. "Big 
ones, small ones . . I've 

never seen so many kinds of 
heater*,” she said. 

Hi* volunteers, she said, 
ware met with abuse from the 
picketers while entering the 


hospital and again when they 
left. 

The picketers, she said, had 
“detained” several |>ersoi!s 
who wished to cross the lines 
to tlx the furnace. 

Victoria Five Chief Eric 
Simmons said he had given 
Mrs. Reynolds a fire mar¬ 
shal’s order that the furnace 
must not lie used again until 
it had been repaired by a 
qualified mechanic and 
checked by the fife marshal's 
office. He issued the order, he 
said, after inspecting Hie 
furnace and finding it unsafe 


to o|»erate because of Hi* 
defect 

Mrs. Reynolds said she was 
sure Hie hospital would lie 
able to keep its 9U elderly 
patients warm for one night, 
adding site was hopeful the 
furnace would be repaired by 
•omeHme today. 

Larry Ryan, secretary of 
the Victoria Labor Council, 
who visited the hospital Fri¬ 
day, said tht pickets were not 
detaining anyone but both 
union and non-union personnel 
were "responding” to the 


picket lines and refusing to 
cross them. 

It was "quite ridiculous for 
Mrs. Reynolds to lie trying to 
maintain a hospital under 
tfiese conditions." Ryan said, 
adding he felt the only quick 
way for Mrs. Reynolds to fix 
the furnace was for her to

Wily Sarditdan bandit, centenarian Ziu Sini 


Aged Robin Hood 
Outlasts Lawman 


ORGOSOL4J, Sardinia iAPi The 
dean of Sardinian bandits, now aliout to 
turn 104, says his longtime nemesis, the 
island's oldest policeman, would still lie 
alive today "except tor his vices." 

"Sgt. Michele didn't smoke and 
wouldn’t drink and chose to follow the 
law,” said Peetro Sinj. "Otherwise I 
reckon he’d lie alive today, just like me," 

The veteran carabiniere, Sgt. Michele 
Chessa, died recently at the age of 102. 

A sturdy oid man with gnarled liands, 
a grey-grizzled chin, a crook-necked 
shepherd's staff and black sheepskin 
coat, Ziu Sini - Uncle Sini — admits he 
hasn’t done any liunditing for more than 
70 years. Bui lie was a terror in the 
1890s, until cattle rustling got him a 10- 
year jail term. 

Now he leads a quiet life, spiced by 
occasional interviewing reporters and a 
recent spread in the magazine 
L’Europeo. 

When Sini got out of jail, the jieople 


of Orgosato helped him according to the 
local custom and launched him in the 
cattle business with a team of oxen. He 
stayed within the law and renewed lus 
boyhood friendship with Cbessa, who had 
stalked him tor years. 

Sini spent his outlpw years stealing 
cattle "from the rich to feed the pom'" 
end hiding in mountain caves. 

"T was a bandit, not a delinquent, 
he says. "People liked us and protected 
us. Nowadays they only think of money 
and do a lot of dirty things like 
kidnapping women. You should never 
touch a woman.” 

Sini didn’t marry until he was nearly 
60. "A real outlaw must have nothing to 
do with women or else Hiey’ll be the end 
of him,” he said. 

His wife, Carolina Rosa Vedele, now 
is 88. They have had one son and five 
daughters, three of whom married into 
families famous for involvement in 
bloody vendettas.

It is not 
fair" said in spokesman for 
the fisherman.

Diver Retrieved 
Sawed-Off Rifle 


NANAIMO — A diver 
testified Friday In the 
non-capital murder trial 
of Dr. Glen Stewart, 43, 
that he had found a 
sawed-off rifle in Na¬ 
naimo Harbor Dec. 3, 
1970. 

George Samson, a Nanaimo 
skin diver, said he found the 
weapon about 50 feet from 
shore near the Gabriola Is¬ 
land ferry terminal. 

Stewart is charged in the 
death of Cornelius (Gordon) 
Adrian Kralt at Pachena Bay 
near Bamfield on or about 
Oct. 31. 

Samson also recovered a 
shirt, spread out with a rock 
on it, about 25 or 30 feet from 
shore and approximately 70 
feet from the gun, 

Axe Found 

Opl. Dale Marino, an ROMP 
dogmaster w)k> was diving 
with Samson at the time, said 
there was one bullet in the 
chamber and .two in the 
magazine of the gun. 

Marino also testified that 
with his police dog, Rocky, he 
found a tingle-bitted axe in 




Uie area where Kralt's body 
was discovered. 

Sgt. Jack McGowan of Port 
Al be mi RCMP told of going 
to Camp Ross at Pachena 
Bay Nov. 15 after Jack 
McLeman reported his 
hrother-hv'Jaw Gordon Kralt 
missing. 

Camp Ross is a Bible camp 
operated for young people 
during the summer by the 
8hantymans Christian Asso¬ 
ciation.

Paintings Show Agonies

DUNCAN - Ttie art of Will 
Julsing is painted philosophy. 
The 28-year-old artist lives Jn 
a summer cottage at Cherry 
Point overlooking an expanse 
of water between Vancouver 
island and Sait Spring island. 

The changing mood and 
light of sea and skies give 
Julsing a lot to think about in 
connection with life, society 
and the impact on people. 

He works many hours every 
day, either at the sketching 
table or in front of the 
canvas, and his ultimate aim 
Is to convey messages not 
akways understood by his 
contemporaries. 

There is nothing conven¬ 
tional in his creations and 
perhaps ttie only artist whom 
he would like to ba Ms proto¬ 
type is une of hfc countrymen, 
Dutch painter Hieronymus 
Bosch who lived In the 15th 
century and who was far 
ahead of his time. 


Artist Reflects 
Modern World 


Not that Julsing would 
claim he could match Bosch 
but his idea of analytical 
expression on canvas, ideas 
expressed in color and shapes 
make him a similiar story 
teller with a brush. 

Julsing was trained at an 
art school in Holland. He 
moved to Canada in 1965 but 
went back to his homeland, 
returning to Canada in 1967. 

He said some people think 
his large paintings are de¬ 
pressing. "This i* not ths 
case," he said. 

"1 do not want to depress 
people with my pictures." 

Nevertheless, many of his 
paintings, because they con¬ 
vey a message of today’s 


society's agonies and prob¬ 
lems, carry serious tiiemes. 

"I cannot really explain my 
pictures and often when I do, 
because people mostly want 
some explanation, I get dis¬ 
satisfied with my explanation 
because there is much mure 
in my paintings. 

"If fieopto visit an art 
gallery , they want to Identify 
l*aintings, they want to tie 
able to analyze them and 
many of those i>eo|)le im¬ 
mediately reject what they 
don't understand. 

"I know many artists try to 
please people by painting 
subjects that are readily 
recognized, but I don’t want 
to do it. For me It is a waste 


of time to paint landscapes 
and nice tilings just to please 
people." 

Opinions may tie divided 
about Juising's work, but it is 
original. His large canvasses 
capture the imagination and 
even those paintings which 
depict a humorous side of 
human life demand thoughtful 
consideration. Some ot bis 
subjects he picks from Greek 
mythology and transforms 
them into present day experi¬ 
ences but most of his paint¬ 
ings are interpretations of 
modem man, his world and 
his problems. 

Being a representative of 
the younger generation, 
Julsing Is searching for Uie 
narrow path of {leaceful co¬ 
existence. 

Under the motto Sunday 
Evening Happenings the 
young artist will tie guest 
sjieaker in a dialogue with 
Ray Wooilam, March 21 at 
Maple Bay Inn.

I'd give hia name right hart 
if I could, but unfortunately 
although he smiled winsomely 
and ibowed charming wit 
throughout qur interview, he 
never did offer pointers an 
how to remember names, 
facet and facte. 

Those goodies, plus his 
seven rule* on acquiring a 
mental filing system, are 
reserved for the paying cuato- 
mane — those who will 
hopefully pay $25 for a four- 
hour course arranged for neat 
month in the Newcomb# 
auditorium. 

What’»-hi8-name must have 
had a bad uay Thursday. 

He oouliln't quite remember 
the name of the assistant city 
editor he had met a couple of 
days earlier, although Bur- 
geen was fairly close to 
Burgoyne. 

He also had 1 little diffi¬ 
culty remembering who he 
had arranged to meet for an 
interview — a problem be 
solved by the mundane 
method of addressing the 
office receptionist. 

He wanted, he said, to see 
Helen Brown. 

Essence of his technique for 
drumming up business is 
simple. 

He just takes a few local 
men snd teaches them how to 
memorize the names of 40 or 
more people at a meeting, 
and use them correctly at the 
end. 

"It’a not impresaive when I 
can reel off a Ust, but when 
it's somebody local who 
couldn't do it in the peat it is 
impressive." 

And tha handsome sales¬ 
man with the school boy's 
smile maintains that it is 
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easy to Item the tricks — but 
only after a full lour-hour 
course, deUvered by himself 
In person. 

"We have a lot of fun. $ 
make lots of jokes. You'd 
really enjoy it, Nancy." 

By now the name was 
straightened out and used 
liberally, from memory, yet. 

More than 150,000 people 
have taken the course, says 
the expert (notes taken in 
case of memory failure give 
his name as Vancouver-born 
Bill Clennan). 

The course is offered on a 
money-back basis, and in two 
years only ona man asked for 
his money back — he later 
relumed the cheque saying ha 
had only wanted to see if the 
guarantee was good. 

Clennan concedes disarm¬ 
ingly that he does forget 
names himself sometimes — 
"but I'm a good teacher." 

At one time, he insists, 
retention of names was his 
blind spot — a great handicap 
for a salesman. He amazed 
himself, he says, when he 
first managed to repeat 
names reeled off to him at a 
meeting. 

Now he spends his Ume 
plugging and teaching the 
Nutt Memory Course, working 
as heir to Robert Nutt the 
American, now 70 years old 
who taught the course far 40 
years and wrote the boofc 
How to Remember Names, 
Faces, and Facte. 

But apparently you can't 
learn the memory tricks out 
of books, any more than you 
oan learn to ride a bicycle 
from a book. 

What is needed, according 
to Clellan, is tha Robert H. 
Nutt Memory course, taught, 
of course by old what's-Tiis- 
name — I'll navar forget him.

Tiie furnace breakdown was 
the second setback in two 
days for administrators of tlia 
hospital who have kept tiie 
liospital running tor the 
months of the strike. The first 
occurred, Thursday when the 
company supplying fuel oil to 
the hospital had stopped 
delivery after picket lines 
surrounded the building at 
1650 Fort for 34 hours a day. 

But Mrs- Reynolds said 
Friday night she was nol 
Horrying aboul the fuel situa¬ 


tion beet use she lied many 
volunteers offering to tiring it 
in buckets and five-gallon 
cans if there was no other 
way of getting it in. 

“We have a lot of good 
spirit,” she said, eiting the 
example of the many volun¬ 
teers bringing in electric 
heaters for the night. "Big 
ones, small ones . . I've 

never seen so many kinds at 
heaters,” she said. 

Tiie volunteers, she said, 
were met with abuse from the 
puketers while entering the 


hospital and again when the> 
left. 

Tiie picketers, she said, had 
“detained” several persons 
who wished to cross the lines 
to fix tiie furnace. 

Victoria Fire Chief Erie

Mrs* Reynolds said she was 
sure die liospital would he 
able to keep its 80, elderly 
patients warm for one night, 
adding she was liopeful tiw 
furnace would he repaired by 
sometime today.

Mrs. C. C. Warren, chati^ 
man of the Gorge Hospital 
Foard, said, however, that if 
the chairman, Saanich Mayor 
Hugh Ctqrtis or anyone else 
wants to save the tower, 
they’ll have to work fast 
'because the board has de¬ 
cided it will go early Monday 
morning. 

The final decision to demol¬ 
ish the tower, she said, was 
taken at a special board 
meeting Friday. 

"I just don’t understand 
what all this js about/' she 
said in an interview. "A 
decision has been made and 
we have the minutes to go by.

Vancouver Can Use $3.5 Millioru Thank You 

‘No Chance’for Victoria

The city of Victoria "hasn't 
got a ghost at a chance'' of 
getting its hands on any of 
Vancouver’s $3.5 million in 
urban renewal money from 
the federal government, ac¬ 
cording to a Vancouver aider- 
man. 

in a telephone interview 
from Vancouver Friday, the 
alderman, Hgrry Rankin, told 
the Colonist that plans for 
Vancouver's two proposed 


urban renewal projects are 
weU advanced and would be 
submitted to the provincial 
and federal governments be¬ 
fore toe April 30 deadline set 
by Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dan Campbell. 

"I don’t know why the 
mipister raised Victoria's 
hopes by saying it would get 
access to the funds if Van¬ 
couver doesn't produce a firm 
plan by the end of April,” he 
said. 

"He knows how advanced 


our plans are; we liave had 
iota of negotiations with his 
department.” 

Campbell said Wednesday 
Victoria's Inner Harbor urban 
renewal project would get 
priority unless Vancouver 
submitted firm and final 
proposals within the next six 
weeks. 

"This proves once again 
tliat the province is always 
big in talking, but small in 
acting. There isn’t a ghost of 
a chance of Victoria getting 


those funds if the criterion is 
oqr failure to come up With 
detailed submissions tor oqr 
projects.” 

Rankin said Vancouver’s 
planning department wouldn't 
even have to step up its pace 
to get tjxe plans ready in tims 
tor the deadling. 

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock wasn't available for 
comment, but Aid. Harold 
Olafson, chairman of the 
city’s cpdununity develop- 
ment committee, said in an 


interview he isn't discouraged 
by Rankin's statements. 

’T feel that the minister 
will make the final decision, 
and he will take into con¬ 
sideration the fact that Vic¬ 
toria is the capital of the 
province,” Olafson said. 

"The Inner Harbor project 
is probably the most tmpor- 
tant thing for Victoria in the 
next decade; we need federal 
urban renewal funds to keep 
the downtown area alive,” he 
said. 


Phoney Complaints 
May Prove Costly 


The dimensions of a prob¬ 
lem caused by a University of 
Victoria psychology professor 
who had some of his students 
write phoney letters of can- 
plaint to numerous companies 
are only now becoming ap¬ 
parent, according to the man¬ 
ager of the Victoria Better 
Business Bureau. 

"At first it appeared that it 
just involved the local com¬ 
munity, but now we realize 
that it is across Canada and 
tiie United States,” Bill Tin¬ 
dall said in an interview. 

"We’ve had references to 
this from Montreal, Van¬ 
couver and down in the 
United States. Reference has 
been made to us that in view 
of the expenses incurred be¬ 
cause of the complaints, one 
or two companies are con¬ 
sidering legal action against 


toe building could not !>e left 
in its present condition and 
that neither hospital nor 
regional Imgrd funds could be 
spent on it. 

"If 6,000 or 7,000 people saw 
fit to give $1 each it could 
probably be preserved,” 
Curtis said, emphasizing that 
the figure was only a rough 
estimate of what he had been 
advised would be required to 
make the structure safe. 

Lip Service 

He estimated tost annua] 
maintenance costs would he 
relatively low although they 
would not he able to come 
from hospital funds.

"The board 
should be asked the 
weekend to extend that 
period. . . . Surely it there is 
an unsafe area around it, ft 
could lie blocked off in the 
meantime.” 

Tlie B.C. member of toe 
Historical Sites Board of 
Canada also agreed that toe 
tower should he saved: 

"Victoria is loud on lip 
service to history, but not 
very strong when it comes to 
action or putting up any 
money,” said James Nesbitt. 
"The tower should be saved 
at any cost.” 

He suggested tiie tower he 
left "as an architectural and 
historical feature of the hos¬ 
pital grounds.” 

"It’s a ruin now (since the 
rest of the building was 
recently demolished),” he 
said, "but it's an interesting 
ruin . . , It looks very 
precarious now, but that’s no 
reason it couldn't lie made 
safe.” 

Function First 

According to Nesbitt, toe 
tower was built In the mid- 
1880s as part of Ashnoia, the 
Northing P. Snowden house. 
Mrs. Snowden was the fifth 
daughter of Robert Dunsmuir 
of Craigdarroch Castle. 

The name was later 
changed lo Sissinghurst, he 
said, after the house waa 
purchased by Mr. and Mrs. 
E. Crow-Baker, who lived in 
it until about 20 years ago 
when it became toe first wing 
of the Gorge Road Hospital. 

Since new patient quarters 
were built, Nesbitt said, the 
house was used tor office 
8|»ace. The tower was purely 
ornamental, he said. 

That is the drawiiack, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Warren.

Fair Plan

Plans tor a special centen¬ 
nial fair for students in toe 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict have been thrown into 
confusion by the provincial 
government’s declaration of 
May 4 as a school holiday. 

That date will correspond 
with a visit to Victoria by 
Queen Elizabeth. Ken Bloom¬ 
field, chairman of the school 
centennial committee, said 
that the school board had 
asked that May 27 be named 
a holiday so the fair could be 
held. 

"We haven't heard yet 
about the May 27 date, but we 
don’t think we’ll be able to 
have two holidays so we have 
to rethink toe plans now,” he 
said. 

The centennial fair, in 
which students would recreate 
i Main Street of a century 
ago, could not be held on a 
regular school day without 
approval from the provincial 
education department, Bloom¬ 
field explained. 

"We had to conceive It (the 
fair) as an open voluntary 
thing,” he said. "We fcave 
33,000 students and it would 
be impossible to handle it as 
a sort of jumbo field trip.” 

At a meeting next week 
between students and teach¬ 
ers woo have been planning 
the program, Bloomfield said 
the poseibiHty of holding toe 
fair on a weekend instead of a 
weekday will be disgussed. 

Victoria Day, a regular 
holiday in May, would not be 
suitable because of the com¬ 
petition with regular festivi¬ 
ties, he said. 

If the fair w«s field on the 
newly-declared holiday, he 
said, students organizing it 
would be working under toe 
handicap of having three 
weeks less preparation time 
than had bean anticipated. 

The school district is plan¬ 
ning to use Royal Athletic 
Park as the site of its 

activities, so any change in 
schedule will also have to suit 
times toe park will be avail¬ 
able 


toe students, the professor or 
the university.” 

Tindall said instances of 
costs incurred were those of a 
company which received a 
complaint about its product at 
its head office in the southern 
United States. 

The firm contacted a sep- 
a r a t e Vancouver company 
that functions as its distribut¬ 
ing agent in B.C. As the 
second firm also distributes 
numerous other items, it was 
concerned about the total 
impact of a complaint about 
any product it distributed. 

The B.C. company then had 
to advise its Victoria agent to 
investigate toe complaint. 

Tindall also cited the in¬ 
stances of at least two 
companies that incurred "a 
great deal of expense” dis¬ 
sembling the machinery they 
produce to try to find toe 
source of the problem after 
they had received several 
. letters of complaint. 

After a well-known Van¬ 
couver food manufacturer re¬ 
ceived a complaint saying it 
would be reported to the 
federal department of con¬ 
sumer and corporate affairs, 
Tindall said a government 
agent was sent to Victoria to 
investigate toe situation. 

The bureau manager ob¬ 
served that letters of apology 
sent to firms that had re¬ 
ceived letters of complaint 
from toe UVic class were 
dated Feb. 17, before the 
phoney complaints had even 
been sent out. 

"It looks as if they antici¬ 
pated problems at the out¬ 
set.” he said. Tlie letiers of 
apology, according to Tindall, 
were completely mimeo¬ 
graphed, including the signa¬ 


ture of Dr. Lome Rosen blood, 
the p gychology professor 
whose class was involved. 

He cited a letter sent to 
Rosenbloud by the national 
sales manager of one of the 
firms expressing "toe great¬ 
est astonishment” at toe 
letter of. apology describing 
the experiment. 

"I wonder if you can 
comprehend toe extent of 
extra work and concern that 
was caused by the ‘complaint’ 
letters from ynur students?”, 
the letter said. 

"Naturally when we re¬ 
ceived three letters of com-

plaint, we assumed there 
might have been a problem 
and no efforts were spared to 
uncover toe source.” 

The letter said "a great 
deal of time, effort and 
expense on toe part of myself 
and other personnel in our 
laboratory” were involved. 

"This type of project only 
tends to widen tlie gap 
between the consumer and 
the business community, ’ toe 
letter said. 

Tindall said that altiiough 
at least one of the firms had 
sent UVic president, Dr. 
Bruce Partridge, a copy of 
the letter of complaint and 
toe difficulties caused by die 
project itad been given some 
publicity, no member erf toe 
UVic administration had yet 


contacted the Better 
nese Bureau about it. 

"It is still our intention to 
register a protest with the 
university administration,'' he 
said. 

A further complaint about 
UVic psychology students has 
been made since problems 
caused by this assignment 
were publicized, Tindall said. 

"We’ve had calls from 
businessmen who agreed to 
grant interviews to students 
regarding selection of em¬ 
ployees. The businessmen 
wondered why the questions 
didn’t seem to be related to 
the topic and were told after 
toe interview that the stu¬ 
dents were really doing a 
paper on prejudices toward 
hiring Indians,” he said. 

"They (the businessmen! 
were completely disenchanted 
with the apparent subterfuge 
that was used to gain the 
interviews” 

Tindall said this instance 
was worse than tost of the 
letters of oomplaint as stu¬ 
dents involved in the inter¬ 
viewing were studying under 
Dr. Alexander Milton, chair¬ 
man of the psychology de¬ 
partment, so toe experiment 
actually had official blessing. 

The complaint letters were 
first brought to light about 
three weeks ago wlien several 
local restaurant managers 
became very upset after 
receiving complaints contain¬ 
ing phrases such as "profit¬ 
eers like you”; "shoddy 
merchandise”; and ’’lying 
about tt (quality) in your ad¬ 
vertising." 

Rosenhlood has said pur¬ 
pose nf the experiment was tn 
determine tlie best manner of 
obtaining favorable results 
when writing letters of com¬ 
plaint.

Oil spills are going to occur 
r e gardJess of precautions 
taken by vessels on the 
proposed tanker route off the 
B.C. and Washington state 
coast, David Anderson, Lib¬ 
eral M P for Esquimalt- 
Saanich said Friday. 

To get a clear assessment 
of the risks involved in 
transporting oil via tanker 
from Alaska to the U.S., tiie 
Commons environmental 
committee plans to hold hear¬ 
ings in Victoria and Van¬ 
couver later toi6 month. 

"t served notice of our 
request in tlie Commons this 
afternoon and l expect per¬ 
mission will lie granted by 
Tuesday.” Anderson, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said in 
an interview from Ottawa. 

"I think l have a good 
case; these waters are dan¬ 
gerous; I know, I coma from 
there,” Anderson said. 

"But we would like (o hear 
from knowledge hie people — 
sea captains, oceanographers, 
pilots, marine architects.” 

Although it was impossible 
to avoid oil spills, the 
mittee would like to find out 
what measures can be taken 
to minimize the risks, he said. 

Alsu invited would be offi¬ 
cials from toe U.S., said 
Anderson. The public would 
be welcome to attend the 
hearings, but no testimony 
would lie accepted from envi¬ 
ronmentalists. 

Tlie (anker route has been 
proposed by U.S. oil com¬ 
panies to transport crude oil 
in super tankers from the 
Alaskan port of Valdez to 
refineries just south of the 
Ixirder in Washington state on 
tiie Strait of Georgia.
